(2) structures, that: 
a) are clearly incidental to and customarily found in 
connection with a principle building or use; 
b) are subordinate to and serving a principle building 
or use; 
c) are subordinate in total area, extent or purpose to 
the principle building or use; 
d) contribute to the comfort, convenience or necessity 
of the occupants in the principle building or use; 
e) are located on the same lot or development parcel as 
the principle building; 
f) are located between the rear of the main building and 
the rear lot line, with the exception that a detached 
garage may be located between the front of the main 
building and the rear lot line. 

(ii) an accessory use is a use that: 
a) is clearly incidental to and customarily found in 
connection with a principle use; 
b) is subordinate to and serves a principle use; 
c) contributes to the convenience or necessity of the 
occupants of the principle use; and 


d) is located on the same lot or development parcel as 
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the principle use. 
SECTION 2: That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and approval by the 


mayor.

f) with the exception of a detached garage the accessory 
structure shall be located between the rear of the main 
building and the rear lot line. 

(ii) an accessory use is a use that is: 
a) clearly incidental to and customarily found in 
connection with a principle use; 
b) is subordinate to and serves a principle use; 
c) contributes to the convenience or necessity of the 
occupants of the principle use; and

Larry Magliozzi, Senior Planner with Land 

Use Management, Division of Community & 
Economic Development appeared before the 
Commission. Mr. Magliozzi stated that this 
particular amendment expands the number of 
accessory uses permitted to include those that 
have generally been approved by the Board of 
Zoning Appeals. He stated that in addition 
it clarifies the language between accessory 
uses and structures and gives a clear intent 
of the purpose behind an accessory use or an 
accessory structure. He stated that the 
Commission should note that the ordinance 

was introduced by Council with an upper limit 
of three (3) accessory structures without 
having to go to the Board of Zoning Appeals. 
He stated that they are proposing now that 

it be reduced to two (2) accessory structures. 
He stated that the staff report does reflect 
two (2) accessory structures.
